It wUl be a detailed study 
of surlace and unde r gro u nd geol- 
ogy of the county directed toward 
other possible resources as well.

' The staff at the start will Include 
three other geologists with a num- 
ber of assistants. It will be some 
months before the program will get 
In full swing due to lack of g£0- 
logie psnonnal.

ESirope's seemir.T "prosperity" is 
actually unreal, said Darbisliirc 
Stanford jui.rjr who .,as one ol 
two University representatives at- 
tending international .student con- 
ferences in Europe this summer. 

While there is an absence of ra- 
tioning In moat countries and bhuA 
marketeers are "almost farad to

"The lower classes are still bad 
oil due to a widespread unemploy- 
ment and very high prices, and the 
governments do not seem to be do- 
ing much to better the sttoatlon.

Tlie people arc far from 
i)eln8 masiers of their own fate 
and this general he lp te n e s a may 
eventually lead them into the Com- 
munist fold unless the Marshall 
Plin Tiid other aid programs ma- 
ieriallv help them. But most Euro- 
pean.s seem to e.xpect ereat things 
from the Marshall Plan and are 
reslstini; Communi,sm with that in 
mind." 

Darbishire's trip took him through
